These vowels make it 
easier for you to pronounce Arabic. Later when you are more comfortable with the language you will not 
need them anymore.

Hints, Tips and Guidance: 

• Sometimes we will include two sols of words as both are commonly used. It doesn't hurt to learn both! 

• You will encounter masculine and feminine words indicated by (I) and (|). 

• Some Arabic letters do not connect with the following letter. Don't let it surprise you. 

• When you see the letter "r" or “IT or “n” in the phonetics, pronounce the letter just as you would if 
you were spelling out a word in English. 

• You will see some English words in parentheses underneath the Arabic. This indicates there isn’t a 
corresponding Arabic word for the English.

Certain combinations of letters and vowels will create completely different sounds than you might 
anticipate. Just try to learn the words as you see them and eventually these patterns will emerge. 


On the next page you will find a listing of all Arabic letters in Arabic alphabetical order. Many Arabic 
letters change their appearance depending upon whether they are at the beginning of a word, the middle 
or the end. Practice, practice, practice and then practice some more! 
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Carefully designed phonetics appear above each word to help you learn to pronounce t he Arabic, 
Sometimes the phonetics may seem to contradict his pronunciation guide. Don’t panic. The easiest and 
best possible phonetics have been chosen for each individual word. Pronounce the phonetics just as you 
seen them. Don’t over-analvze them. Speak with an Arabic accent and, above all, enjoy yourself.
